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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Reconsideration of the above-identified application is respectfully requested. 

This application has been withdrawn from issuance and the indicated allowability of 
Claims 39-42 and 44-46 has been withdrawn over the newly discovered reference to Gan et ah 

Claims 35, 37-38, 47-48 and 50-51 remain allowed. Claim 43 has been objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form. 



Claims 39-42 and 44-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gan et ah, U.S. Patent No. 5,964,807. 

Claim 39 has been amended to include the limitations of objected to Claim 43. The 
amendment includes adding the limitations from Claims 42 and 43 and those claims have now 
been cancelled. Since Claim 43 is indicated as being allowable, it is respectfully submitted that 
Claims 39-41 and 44-46, which have been amended to depend from Claim 39, are likewise 
allowable. Such action is earnestly solicited.
